Genuine indeed is the sympathy that has been 
evoked with the relatives of the men who 
gallantly perished in the Cobra calamity. Nut 
since the Victoria was sunk, after being rammed 
by the Camperdown, with a total loss of 358 live- 
has the British Navy suffered such a terribr- 
disaster. The Cobra left the Tyne for Port-- 
mouth on Sept. 17, in charge of Lieutenant Alun 
Bosworth Smith, of H.M.S. Wellington, and 
navigating party of fifty-four, and twenty-five 
others. The ill-fated vessel soon fell in with bed 
weather, shipping tremendous seas. On the fo!- 
lowing morning, in a heavy gale, she struck on 
the Outer Dowsing Shoal, off the Lincolnshi: 
coast, and broke her back. The point where th. 
Cobra sank is almost directly east of Spurn Point 
Three steam-ships during the past twelve month 
have been lost at about the same spot.

He served in the 
Khurram Valley during the Afghan Expedition of 1879, 
and accompanied Sir Frederick (now Earl) Roberts to 
South Africa Private Secretary in 1881. He was 
wounded during the Egyptian Campaign in 1882, and was 
mentioned in despatches. From 1883-86 he acted as 
Military Secretary to the Marquis of Lansdowne while he 
was Governor-General of Canada, and in 1885 acted as 
Chief of the Staff during the North-West Rebellion of 
Louis Riel. His younger brother, the Hon. Arthur Elliot, 
is M.P. for Durnam City. Lady Minto, sister of the 
present Earl Grey, is a daughter of the late General Grey, 
who was Private Secretary to Queen Victoria and the 
lrince Consort.

The Australian Widow.—At the Central Criminal 
Court on Sept. 18 George Stephens, alias ‘Thompson, forty, 
clerk; and Charles M*Nelly, alias M'May, thirty - four, 
dentist, were indicted for conspiring to defraud Mrs. 
Annie Renwick, a rich Australian widow, of her money 
and jewellery under false pretences.
